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PREFACE 


•This handbook ha£ b<en written for the use of visitors to 
the Vktoiia Hall Museum. It lays no claim to be a 
catalogue of the objects cxiiibhcd in the Museum but is 
intended to serve only as a handbook of the hluscum to 
visitors, who arc given a glimpse through it into the attrac¬ 
tions of this museum in order to make their actual visit to 
the museum not only interesting hut also rewarding. 

Eoilicr, this museum, in order to provide general 
information to ihc visitors on Mewar sculpture, published 
an illustrated hooklct on the sculptures of the present museum 
but as the scope of that publication was limited to sculptures 
only (which do not interest a general visitor but only an 
teonographer), it was decided to bring out another publi¬ 
cation covering a survey of the main attmetions of the 
museum. Tlic present handbook is the result of such a 
decision. 













HISTORICAL SKETCH 


The credit of starting the first museunt in the whole of 
Rajasthan, goes to me former Government of Mewar, 
Under the auspices of its Historical Department, the Museum 
of Udaipur was started between the years iS?® j8flo 
A.D. 

On* the occasion ofQtieen Victoria’s Jubilee celebration, 
in 1887, a new building in the Indo-Brilish style areW- 
iceturc was constructed in the garden, ^own as SaJjan 
NtiiVas or the Gulab Bagb. The collections, mainly the 
historical resources of the State and a few specimens^ of 
the Egyptian art, alongwilh some zoological and anatomical 
objects were, at the omsel, displayed in it and the building 
named after the Queen, as the Victoria Hall Museum, 
Udaipur. 

The Museum of Udaipur Ls easeniialiy a cultural 
museum of regional character in Rajasthan. It has a large 
and rich collection of the regional archaeology, hi 3 toi 7 , 
costumes and handicrafts. The important historic^ inscrip¬ 
tions, ranging from second century B.C. to the seventeenih 
century A.D, and the antiquities of the plastic art of Mewar 
offer a great attraction to those visitors, who are interested 
in the art and history of this region. 

GENERAL ARRANGEMENT: 

The museum is now divided into a number of sections, 
namely, (a) Archaeology, including epigraphs, sculptures of 
both stone and mcia!. and coins; (b) Art, including illustrated 
manuscripts and paintings of the Mew'ar sub-school of 
Rajasthani School of Painting; (c) Cultural, including 
costumes, textiles, head-gears and cast-masks, primed, dyed 
and embroidered doth pieces, jewellery, arms, pottery, 
brass, wood and ivory works, folk art and culture; (d) 
Miscellaneous, including varieties of wot^ and miner^, 
anatomic^ models, musical and astronomical imimmcntj. 
st^cd birds and animals, and other objects like stamps 
plaster carNings. etc. 

The verandah around the main gjallery is devoted 10 
sculptures and epigraphs. The main gsulencs of the 
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museum contain in iJiem armSf costumes, head*gcars, 
paintings, stufled animals, toys, jewellery and other objects. 

lllusiiaied manuscripis, coins, valuable jewellery, arms 
and isomc of the oibci: important exhibits, ai present, form 
the reserve collection, of die museum but these shall be put 
on display in the new building, which is under construction. 


THE MAIN .ATTRjVCTIONS: 

The stone and metal images of Brahmanieal and Jaina 
doiijes collected from Ahar, Eklingji, Nagda, Jagat, Jawar, 
Kalyanpur, Kumbbalgarh, Padrada, Band, Kc)ada, Bijoda, 
and Chittor throw welcome light on the antiquity of die 
plastic an in Mewar.

Hundreds of images were consequently chiselled 
out of this stone in the length and breadth of Mcw'ar. The 
specimens preserved and displayed in ihb museum bear 
ample testimony to the richness of the area in this field both 
qualitatively and quantitatively.

Thr FcrgJcin of Mmor with Its centres at Ahafp Chavand, Udaipur 
and Nadmdwara, pkycd most importaiu part in the evolution of the 
Rajasthani School of Fainting.
